HIS objective is one which the com- 
mander of every unit strives for and 
which, in the Guard, has usually been 
thought to be beyond the reach of accom- 
plishment due to the limited time which 
Guard organizations can devote to mili- 
tary training and at the same time follow 
their civil pursuits for a livelihood. 
Successful training of any unit must 
have a sound background of training con- 
ception and planning. This must not only 
comprehend the organization to be trained 
but the organization into which it is ex- 
pected to fit, including both the higher 
Headquarters under which it operates 
and the complementary units with which 
it is to work. Basically National Guard 
mits are limited by the conception of 
National Guard authorities of their status 
of training, their capabilities, and of the 
program to be followed. The generally ac 
cepted principle that “nobody can achieve 
more than they can conceive” is especial 


ly applicable to military forces. A pro 
gram conceived by Regular Army per- 
sonnel and conducted by Regule;c Army 


personnel will produce some resuits, but 
the results are not rooted by the inherent 
notive which is there if conception and 
execution proceeds from within the or 
sanization, under the guidance 
etter trained Regular oflicer. Long time 
planning, which is so necessary in the 
(uard because of the limited time which 
itspends from year to year, is most neces 
‘ary, where it would not be so vital to 
the Regular Army, training constantly.

How much different is the picture, how 
ever, when Regular Army instructors, 
realizing the above, seek to engender in 
the National Guard officials the spirit of 
onception, execution and = supervision 
within themselves and foster and pro 
ote this means of training under their 
siidance rather than conceive and con- 
duct it themselves with the Guard offi- 
tals simply fitting into their position as 
Students. Some schools have their place 
tinder Regular instructors, but the body

ducted by Guard officials, for their own 
experience.

National Guard Funds 

Funds for the National Guard for the 
fiscal vear beginning 1 July 1940, were re 
duced $8,333,272 below the budget esti 
mates by the House in passing the Army 
Supply bill this week. 

Most of the cut was effected in reduc 
ing the field training from 27 days, as 
recommended in the budget, to 21 days 
and in cutting the Armory drills from 60 
to 48. As a substitute for this training 
the House Appropriations committee pro 
posed six voluntary week-end drills with 
rations but without pay. 

An increase of $283,656 was provided 
for motor vehicle caretakers and an in 
crease of $2,764,000 for construction at 
National Guard camps. 

The committee reported that the 
changes it made in the bill have the en 
dorsement of the National Guard Associa 
tion.

A new promotion bill for the Army 
was sent to Congress this week by the 
War Department. 

The new plan provides promotion on 
length of service coupled with require- 
ments for service in grade. No restriec- 
tions are placed on the sizes of the vari- 
ous tield grades except that of colonel. 
After 1942 retirement would be manda- 
tory at age 60 for all promotion list offi 
cers except brigadier generals who would 
be retired at 62, and certain selected 
colonels, It was stated that there would 
be no disturbance of the order of names 
on the present promotion list. 

Chairmen of both Senate and House 
Military Affairs Committees have an 
nounced that they will hold hearings on 
the bill with a view to passage at this 
Senator Morris Sheppard, chair 
man of the Senate Committee, will begin 
hearings on Monday, 8 April. Repre 
sentative Andrew J. May, of the House 
Committee, said that he will begin hear 
ings within the next week or ten days. 

Senator Sheppard in his first state 
ment on any of the promotion or age-in- 
grade plans submitted by the War De 
partment in this Congress, declared that

Navy Selection Amendments 

The Tlouse conferees on the Naval 
Selection amendments this week signed a 
conference report prepared by Senator 
David I. Walsh, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, and Representative 
Carl Vinson, chairman of the House 
committee.

(Continucd from First Page) 
ity report. Representative May, appar- 
ently unaware of the strength of the 
minority, went before the Rules Commit- 
tee of the House to ask for special con- 
sideration of the measure. The Rules 
(Committee, in light of the 10-man minor- 
ity report, refused clearance. Mr. May 
appointed a committee of three members 
of the minority, Representatives Faddis, 
Sparkman and Martin, to consult with 
the War Department on compromise leg- 
jslation. Several different bills resulted 
put no further action was taken after 
their introduction. Meanwhile, the Sen 
ate Military Affairs Committee, which 
had similar bills before it, declined even 
to hold hearings on the matter, stead 
fastly stating that no action would be 
taken by the Senate until the House had 
acted. Then, a change of attitude oc- 
curred and a hearing was scheduled with 
Secretary Woodring to be the witness. At 
the last minute, Secretary Woodring re 
quested that the hearing be deferred in 
definitely. Meanwhile, the minority on 
the House committee had been working 
with the War Department on the com- 
promise legislation introduced this week. 
The result is that Congress now has be 
fore it a bill acceptable to all concerned 
legislatively. 

In connection with the lengths of ser- 
vice set forth in the bill, it is interesting 
tocompare them with the provisions con 
tained in the 1929 Army promotion by 
length of service bill, S. 3269, which died 
in conference after being passed by both 
the House and Senate. The bill, S. 3269 
(the 1929 measure) provided for promo 
tion to Ist lieutenant after 3 years, to 
captain after 10 years, to major after 15 
years, to lieutenant colonel after 20 years 
and to colonel after 26 years. The new 
present bill provides for promotion to 1st 
lieutenant after 3 years, to captain after 
1) years, to major after 17 years, to lieu 
tenant colonel after 23 years and to colo 
nel after 28 years. Present law for the 
Army Medical Corps provides promotion

“The proposed legislation will amend 
the Act of July 31, 1985, (49 Stat. 505) 
by providing for promotion of officers of 
the promotion list by length of service as 
follows :

“17 years to major (Officer must serve 
six years as major, except that officers 
with over 17 years’ service at time of 
promotion receive constructive credit of 
half the time served in excess of 17 years 
of service). 

“23 years to lieutenant colonel (Officer 
must serve five years as lieutenant colo 
nel, except that officers with over 23 
years’ of service at time of promotion re- 
ceive constructive credit of half the time 
served in excess of 23 years of service). 

“28 years to colonel (With a limit of 
70D colonels). 

“Promotion to brigadier general of the 
line and promotion of chiefs of branches 
to be made from officers in the grades 
of colonel and lieutenant colonel who 
have had 28 years of commissioned ser- 
vice. 

“The bill further provides for the en 
actment of additional retirement provi 
sions as follows: 

“Mandatory for brigadier generals at 
age 62. 

“Mandatory for all other promotion 
list officers at 60, except temporary gen 
erals and five per cent of the colonels at 
the discretion of the Secretary of War. 

“The foregoing retirement features 
are not effective until June 30, 1942. 

“World War officers may retire at any 
time with three-fourths pay and those 
who have completed 28 years’ service 
may retire in the grade of colonel, 

“This legislation provides a partial 
solution to the problem of the World War 
‘hump’ which has created promotion 
stagnation in the grades of major and 
captain which will eventually extend to 
all the field grades and that of captain. 
Under existing liws the World War 
humys will begin to enter the grade of 
colonel in 1946. It will continue into the 
grade of colonel for the next 11 years 
and during the years 1954, 1955, and 1956 
the average age of officers entering the 
grade of colonel will be G2 years, with 
resultant over-age officers in the grades 
of lieutenant colonel, major, and captain. 

“The proposed legislation attains the 
War Department objective of promotion 
of oflicers after appropriate years of ser 
vice in grade for all grades except that 
of colonel. A limit of 705 oflicers has 
been placed on the grade of colonel, as 
the War Department cannot provide 
peace time positions for a larger number 
of officers in that grade. It provides, 
however, that selection to the grade of 
brigadier general of the line and as chiefs 
of branch shall be made from oflicers in 
the grades of colonel and lieutenant colo 
nel who have 28 years of commissioned 
service. This will permit a large major 
ity of the officers in the World War 
hump to be considered for promotion to 
the grade of general officers after they 
have completed 28 years of service. 

“This legislation provides vitalization 
of the promotion list by the retirement 
at GO years of age of all officers on the 
promotion list except those holding the 
temporary grades of general officer and 
five per cent of the number of colonels 
who may be retained by the Secretary 
of War in his diseretion for an additional 
two years of service. The latter provision 
enables the Secretary of War to retain 
colonels who are in key positions to age 
62. The measure also provides for the 
retirement of brigadier generals at age 
62. 

“The initial effect of this measure will 
increase the number of field officers by 
1,350, but this increase is by promotion 
from the grade of captain to major offi 
cers from 17 to 23 years of service who 
are now stagnated in the grade of cap 
tain: thereafter the number of field offi 
cers will decrease and in 1948 will reach 
a number less than the 40 per cent now 
authorized. Five years later the number 
will fall to below 34 per cent and from 
that time on will probably be in the 
neighborhood of 30 per cent of the total 
number of officers on the promotion list. 
Although the effect of the World War 
hump cannot be entirely minimized by 
this measure, it is predicted that officers 
in the hump will begin to enter the grade 
of colonel in 1956 after 34, 33 and 32 
years of service.

“This measure attains partial parity 
with promotion now enjoyed by the Navy

Text of Army Promotion Bill 

The text of the bill 
sponsored by the Department 
follows : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 
2 of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 505), 
is hereby repealed.

borne on an eligible list prepared annually 
by a board of not less than five general offi- 
cers of the line, not below the grade of major 
general; and hereafter appointment as chief 
of any branch shall be made from among 
officers commissioned in grades not below 
that of lieutenant colonel who are credited 
with twenty-eight years’ continuous com- 
missioned service in the Regular Army as 
hereinbefore provided, and who have demon- 
strated by actual and extended service in 
such branch or on similar duty that they are 
qualified for such appointment. 

Sec. 5. Except as otherwise provided, this 
Act shall be effective July 1, 1940, and all 
laws and parts of laws, so far as they are in- 
consistent with or in conflict with any of 
the provisions therof, are hereby repealed 
as of that date. 





Army Bills Reported 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee yesterday voted approval of a num- 
ber of important Army measures. One, 
S. 3654, would authorize an increase in 
the enlisted strength of the Army Medi- 
cal Department from its present figure of 
five per cent to seven per cent of the total 
average annual pay strength of the Ac- 
tive list of the Army plus the number of 
military personnel on extended active 
duty. 

Another, S. 3636, would amend the Na- 
tional Defense Act to provide for the re- 
tirement of assistant chiefs of branches 
and of wing commanders of the Air 
Corps with the highest rank and pay 
held by them at such posts. 

A third, 8S. 3496, provides for the pro- 
motion of officers who, as lieutenant colo- 
nels, are appointed to the faculty at the 
Military Academy, promotion to the grade 
of colonel after ten years of service or 
on the date they would have received pro- 
motion to colonel if they had not ac- 
cepted the faculty position, whichever 
date is earlier. 

Another measure reported, 8, 3575, pro- 
vides the rank of captain with all pay 
and allowances of a captain to the leader 
of the Military Academy Band. 

The final bill acted on yesterday pro- 
vides for the promotion on the retired 
list of all officers who were decorated 
and recommended for promotion for dis- 
tinguished service during the World War 
but who did not obtain such promotion 
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because of the delay in the transmittal 
of promotion recommendations of their 
senior officers.

Air Corps Correspondence Schoo! 


Due to the large number of inexperj 
enced men recently enlisted in the Ajr 
Corps of the Army, the War Departmen; 
has under consideration a further ex 
tension of the educational program de 
signed to facilitate the training of thes 
men. It is contemplated establishing gq 
Air Corps Institute at Scott Field, IL, for 
conducting correspondence courses for ep 
listed men of the Air Corps in a manner 
similar to that in use by the present Mg 
rine Corps Institute, except that courses 
will be limited to general educational sub 
jects and studies related to trades and 
vocations connected with the duty as 
signments of these men, 

The courses of instruction under cop. 
sideration are procurable from a com 
mercially operated correspondence schoo), 
and will be pursued by correspondene 
in the usual manner with a view to the 
attainment of a satisfactory degree of 
efliciency upon completion of the course 
The plan contemplates that the corres 
pondence school will not only furnish the 
proposed texts and lesson material, but 
in addition perform the functions of the 
proposed Air Corps Institute until sue 
time as the said Institute becomes opera 
tive. 

Some doubt existed as to the legality of 
using funds appropriated for the detail 
of personnel as students at technical, pro 
fessional, or other educational institutions 
for the purpose of paying the commereal 
correspondence schools for the course 
needed. In view of this the Secretary of 
War put the matter up to the Comptroller 
General who has ruled that “if it be de 
termined by the Secretary of War that 
instructions by correspondence is_ best 
suited to enable the selected personnel to 
acquire knowledge of or experience in th 
specialties incident to aviation and that 
the training of such personne! is essential 
correspondence courses, limited in scope 
to secure such training, reasonably may 
be considered as within the purpose ani 
intent of said section 2. It is to be noted 
however, that the expense of corresponé 
ence courses unassociated with and hay 
ing no direct bearing upon the asquisitia 
of a ‘knowledge of or experience in th 
specialties incident to aviation in whie 
the training of such personne! is essential 
would not be within the purview of st 
tion 2 and, consequently, would not 
authorized.”

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Navy Dept. Reorganization 

(Continued from First Page) 
son, Coordinator of Shipbuilding and 
Rear Adm. William R. Furlong, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, testifying. Mr. 
Darden said that he wishes to pursue 
further the thought of transferring, in 
its entirety, the Bureau of Ordnance to 
the new Bureau of Ships. He decried the 
tendency of the Navy to approach any 
change with an attitude of fear and de- 
cleared that the Navy has been in ex- 
istence for a considerable period of time, 
has attained its majority and will not 
completely collapse under the strain of 
readjustment. 

Mr. Darden, discussing the new bill, 
said that one feature of the original re- 
organization bill, HR 8921, introduced by 
him on 13 March 1940, will be completely 
abandoned. This feature is section 2, 
which would have defined the powers of 
the Chief of Naval Operations in this 
language, “The Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions shall, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Navy, be charged with 
the operations of the fleet, with the prep- 
aration and the readiness of plans for its 
use in war, and with the coordination 
and general direction of all other opera- 
tions of the Naval Establishment, except 
that in the ease of activities which are 
otherwise industrial in character, such 
coordination and general direction shall 
be limited to the military operations 
thereof.” Mr. Darden stated that this 
language would broaden the powers of 
the CNO, and that it was felt that under 
existing law the Office has sufficient in- 
fluence in the management of the Navy. 

Representative Vinson stated that no 
attempt will be made to include the 
merging of personnel from the Construe- 
tion Corps into the line, in an EDO 
status, in the reorganization bill, He 
said that legislation to accomplish this 
merger has been drafted by both the 
Bureau of Navigation and the Construc- 
tion Corps and that the proposals differ, 
so that conferences wiil have to be held 
to determine which form, or combination 
of forms, will be introduced. He declared 
that consolidating legislation will be en- 
acted by the present Congress. 

Concerning the reorganization bill, he 
said that full committee hearings will be 
brief, in light of the voluminous subcom- 
mittee hearings. 





Reenact Graf Spee Battle 

Dashing in and out of smoke screens 
and mimicking exactly the strategic 
moves made by the British cruisers Ajax, 
Achilles and Exeter and the German bat- 
tle cruiser Graf Spee during the Rattle of 
the Plate, four Navy vessels last week 
reenacted the famous battle in a demon- 
stration staged for the benefit of Pres- 
ident Augusto 8. Boyd, of Panama, 

President Boyd was aboard the gun- 
hoat Charleston, which took the part of 
the Graf Spee, while the gunboat Erie and 
two destroyers represented the cruisers 
Iexeter, Achilles and Ajax, 

Rear Adm. John W. Wilcox, jr., USN, 
commanding the Special Service Squad- 
ron, arranged the “show,” and pointed 
out the salient factors to President Boyd 
as the group raced down the Pacifie off 
the South American Coast. 

As the situation developed, Admiral 
Wilcox, from the deck of the Charleston, 
pointed out the manner in which the 
British cruiser Ajax swept over the 
horizon to surprise the Graf Spee, the en- 
trance of the Exeter and the Achilles into 
the battle, the running fight down the 
coast as the Graf Spee was hemmed in 
and crippled by the audacious light 
cruisers, the withdrawal of the Exeter 
from the action, severely damaged in 
bearing the brunt of the battle, the ef- 
fectiveness of the smoke screen technique 
of the eruisers, and the final phase which 
saw the Graf Spee limp into a neutral 
port to escape further punishment. 

In the official party were members of 
President Boyd's cabinet: Rear Adm. 
Frank H. Sadler, USN, commandant of 
the 15th Naval District ; Maj. Gen. Daniel 





Van Voohis, commander of the Panama 
Canal Department; Maj. Gen, Ben Lear, 
commanding the Mobile Force, Brig. Gen. 
Ilerbert A, Dargue, commanding the 19th 
Air Corps Wing; Brig. Gen. Sanderford 
Jarman, commanding the Panama Sep 
arate Coast Artillery Brigade, American 
Ambassador William Dawson, and Brig. 
Gen, Clarence S. Ridley, Governor of the 
Panama Canal, 

Naval vessels participating, included 
the destroyers J. Fred Talbott, Bain- 
bridge, Overton and Sturtevant, patrol 
planes from Coco Solo, commanded by 
Comdr,. John DD. Price, USN, and a squad- 
ron of submarines, 


President Boyd, in an unusual cere- 
mony, spoke from the bridge of the 


Charleston to Commander Price by radio 
telephone, 





To Expand Diego Base 


To facilitate the expansion of the 
Navy supply base at San Diego, the 
House Naval Affairs Committee this 
week reported favorably S. 2903, which 


would authorize an exchange of land be 
tween the Navy and the City of San 
Diego. 

The Navy would surrender title to 
some 67 acres of land lying between the 
Marine Corps Base and the municipal 
airport, in return for about eight acres 
located along the waterfront adjacent to 
the supply base. The City of San Diego 
would use the land acquired under terms 
of the trade for the enlargement of the 
municipal airport, while Naval ollicials 
testified that the eight acre section to be 
taken over by the Navy would greatly 
ease the floor space situation at the sup 
ply base. 





Lakehurst Expansion 

The Jlouse Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably IIR 7078, 
which would authorize the Navy to ae 
quire through purchase and acceptance 
of gift in fee simple approximately S50 
acres of ground located in Ocean County, 
N. J., to facilitate the expansion of the 
Lakehurst, N. J., lighter-than-air station. 


USS Seawolf Shakedown Cruise 

The USS Seawolf, submarine No. 197, 
will depart Portsmouth, N. H., 12 April 
140 on her shakedown cruise, during 
Which she will visit Newport, New York, 
Tampa, Galveston, Corpus Christi, Coco 
Solo, and Annapolis. 

The Seawolf was built at the Navy 
Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., where she was 
placed in commission 1 Dee. 1989, under 
command of Lt. Comdr. Frederick 1. 
Warder.

Give Retired Officer More Pay 

The U. 8S. Court of Claims this week 
ruled that Maj. Henry M. Butler, USMC- 
Ret., was entitled to retired pay of a 
major with more than 30 years’ service 
rather than pay of a major with less than 
30 years’ service, 

Amount of pay depended upon whether 
date of retirement was 27 May 1936, the 
date the President signed the report of 
the retiring board, or as of 1 Aug. 1936, 
the date retirement was ordered to be 
effective, The court ruled in favor of the 
latter date. 








Naval Academy News 

The California State, a converted steam 
merchantman, with 120 Merchant Marine 
Cadets, anchored off the Reina Mercedes 
dock one day last week on a visit to the 
Naval Academy. Capt. N. E. Nichols, 
USN-Ret., in command of the ship brought 
her around from the West Coast by way 
of the Panama Canal, having left San 





Francisco on the first of January. The 
cadets made a thorough tour of the Naval 
Academy and witnessed the drills, exer- 
cises and various activities of the mid- 
shipmen. 

Among the many improvements made at 
the Naval Academy this year, none is 
more important than the new mess hall, 
It is such a tremendous improvement on 
the old that it still seems almost unreal. 
Instead of the white tile finish of before, 
it is now finished in cream and buff. The 
ceiling Which is beautifully arched has 
Windows of prismatic glass the full length 
of the mess hall, filling the interior with 
light and making it definitely more cheer- 
ful. The combination of the indirect 
lights, used when artificial light is neces 
sary, and the cream colored walls creates 
a very pleasing and restful glow and with 
new blue bordered china and very much 
nicer silver than before, the whole at- 
mosphere of the midshipmen’s dining 
room is decidedly lifted. Incidentally the 
new cushioned chairs are far more com 
fortable than the chairs used before. A 
loud speaker has been installed over which 
orders are given and information read out 
to the Regiment before meals—and which 
supplies music with their evening meal. 

This great change in the mess hall has 
made a great change in the midshipmen 
too it is said, has produced an air of quiet 
and dignity, not so noticeable before, con- 
ducive, no doubt, of better appetites and 
happier moods.

Added Pay for Navy Officer 

The Court of Claims this week took 
steps to enforce a special act of Congress 
which placed) Byron Brown Ralston, 
formerly lieutenant commander, upon the 
retired list of the Navy with retired pay 
and allowances of that rank. 

Commander Ralston had complained of 
a hernia, asked for retirement which was 
refused. Accordingly he resigned 15 Apr. 
1927, and upon examination prior to sep 
aration from the service was found to 
have the hernia. On 14 May 1928 
Congress authorized re-appointment of 
Commander White to the retired list, 
with pay and allowances. Although he 
had a wife, mother and minor daughter 
dependent upon him, he did not receive 
allowances. The Court ordered payment 
of allowances from 1 Aug, 1931.

They will serve a maximum of 18 months as interns, but at any 
time after a year, if otherwise satisfactory, will be entitled to take examination for 
permanent appointment as assistant surgeon, rank of lieutenant (junior grade). They 
will rank in the Navy from date of permanent appointment. 

This is one of two systems of obtaining officer material for the Navy Medical Corps. 
The other consists of direct appointments of graduates of Class “A” schools who have 
completed their year of internship. The Navy prefers the probationary services as a 
means of testing officers before permanent appointments are given, but has been able to 
give only 25 such probationary appointments a year until passage of the new law last 
month. However, even with 100 such appointments being made annually, a number of 
direct appointments will be made each year. 

The Navy expects to be able to offer permanent commissions to all of the first class 
of probationary appointees who prove satisfactory.

The Quartermaster Corps late last week awarded its biggest single peace-time 
contract in years, and expects soon to let an even bigger contract, that for officers’ and 
honcommissioned cflicers’ quarters in Panama. The contracts awarded last week 
totalled $7,730,806, the cost of constructing 90 barracks housing approximately 4,000 
men of the Panama garrison. A Los Angeles construction firm will build 59 barracks 
on the Pacific side of the Canal Zone at a cost of $4,955,908, and a Charlotte, N.C 
conpany will build 31 barracks on the Atlantic side at a cost of $2,774,060. 
racks will vary in size, the largest accommodating about 300 men. 

Bids for the officers’ and NCO’s quarters were opened 12 March. On the basis of 
mmr bids it is expected the contract will be even larger than that for the men’s 
urracks,

A new print of Army Regulation 30-2210, Rations, has been issued, superseding 
the regulation issued 16 Jan, 1936 and Change No, 2 to that regulation, issued 15 Nov. 
188. The regulation prescribes four types of rations—garrison, Filipino, travel and 
fleld—omitting the old reserve ration. The field ration has been divided into four 
types. Type A will correspond as nearly as practicable with the components or sub- 
stitutes therefor of the garrison ration. It will ordinarily include fresh meats, fresh 
bread, butter, possibly fresh fruits and vegetables and other perishables. It would 
hormally be issued as long as daily train service between depot and rail heads and 
eflicient daily truck service between rail heads and distributing points can effectively 
be maintained. Type B corresponds to Type A, with non-perishable processed or 
fanned products replacing fresh items. Ty pe C, consists of previously cooked or pre- 
bared food, packed in hermetically sealed cans, which may be eaten either hot or cold. 
The daily C type ration would consist of three cans of meat and vegetable components 
and three cans containing crackers, sugar and soluble coffee. Type D would consist 
of three 4-ounce bars of concentrated chocolate. On certain occasions combinations of 
Type © and D rations might be advisable. 

The garrison ration is that prescribed in time of peace, except where other rations 
are prescribed. It is a money credit against which commanders may purchase a wide 
Panty of foods. The Filipino rations is that prescribed in time of peace for the 

ilippine Scouts. The travel ration is issued te troops travelling other than by 
mirehing who are without cooking facilities. 


Bureau of Ordnance—Dr. George W. Patterson, one of the foremost authorities on 
explosives, retired from service with the Navy on 31 March, after 50 years’ service 
with the Bureau of Ordnance. Father of Lt. Comdr. George W. Patterson, jr., USN, 
now in command of the USS Saury, Dr. Patterson was one of the co-discoverers of 
the method of colloiding smokeless powder. In 1897 a straight nitrocellulose powder 
was developed and it was decided by the bureau to build a smokeless powder factory 
at Indian Head, Md., further to develop and manufacture this powder. In 1899 Dr, 
Patterson was transferred from the Experimental Powder Factory, Newport, R. L, 
to Indian Head as powder expert and chemist, to plan and supervise erection of the 
smokeless powder plant there. 

Dr. Patterson was born 21 March 1868 in Worcester, Mass., and was appointed 
in the naval service in 1890 as chemical laboratorian at the Newport plant. He later 
became principal assistant to the chief chemist there, After transfer to Indian Head, 
Dr. Patterson served as powder and explosives expert there during the entire period of 
its existence. Secretary Edison, in a letter to President Roosevelt, said of Dr, Patter- 
son, “This specialized knowledge of, and experience with, powder and explosives ac- 
quired by him during a lifetime devoted exclusively to their manufacture, study and 
investigation, is unique.” 

Dr. Patterson's duties at the Naval Powder Factory will be assumed by Mr. Walter 
W. Farnum who has been his assistant for the past 2S years, 


Signal Corps—Maj. Gen, Joseph O. Mauborgne, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
arrived in San Francisco on 27 March on a tour of inspection of Signal Corps activities 
in the Bay Area. Following a call upon Li, Gen, John L. DeWitt, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Fourth Army and Ninth Corps area, and conferences at Ninth Corps Area 
headquarters, Major General Mauborgne visited the Signal Corps unit of the Reserve 
Ollicers’ Training Corps at Stanford on 28 March and the Sacramento Air Depot at 
McClellan Field on 20 March. 


Navy Dental Corps—-All the officers selected for promotion by the Dental Corps 
selection board which reported 20 March will make their numbers, it is predicted, on 
or about 1 July 1940. Those who will be promoted are three commanders, who will be 
advanced to captain ; seven lieutenants, who will be advanced to lieutenant commander, 
and 39 lieutenants (junior grade), who will be promoted to lieutenant. The article on 
the report of the selection board, carried on page GOS of last week’s ArRMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, through an error carried the names of 40 lieutenants (junior grade) selected 
for promotion. Lt. (jg) William Seidel, who was listed as selected, is however junior 
to the last oflicer selected, 


Changes in Naval Academy Qualifications—The Bureau of Navigation has amended 
two articles in the Bureau of Navigation Manual relating to appointment of Navy 
enlisted men to the Naval Academy. Article D-6108 (1) (a), which stated that “At 
least six weeks before the preliminary written examination (D-6104) commanding 
officers shall” make survey of all men eligible for appointment, give them information 
on the academy and entrance procedure including the $100 deposit required on report- 
ing, and cause them to fill out applications, has been amended to read “On or before 1 
May of each year, commanding officers shall” perform such duties. 

Article D-6104 (1), which prescribed that the Bureau of Navigation should for- 
ward each year, to arrive at all ships and stations before 1 Sept. copies of preliminary 
mental examinations, and ordered commanding officers to have all nominated men take 
the preliminary examination 1 Sept., or on such dates as may be designated by the 
bureau, has been changed to advance date of examination a month. The new Article 
1D-G104 (1) reads: On or before 1 June of each year commanding officers will report to 
the Bureau of Navigation the name, rate, and service number of each candidate noml- 
nated for the Naval Academy Prepuratory School in accordance with article D-6108, 
Reports from the Asiatic station will be sent by despatch, On receipt of the reports of 
nominations, the Bureau of Navigation will forward in time to arrive prior to 1 August 
at all ships and stations reporting nominated candidates, a suitable number of sets of 
preliminary educational examinations for use in the selection of men for the Naval 
Academy Preparatory School. Commanding officers will arrange to have all men 
nominated in accordance with Article D-6108 take the preliminary examinations on 1 
August or on such other date as may be designated by the bureau, 


Army Industrial College—A single lecture is scheduled for the Army Industrial 
College this week, since on 12 and 13 April student officers will go to the Army War 
College to hear Prof. J. Anton Dettass, of the Harvard School of Business Adminis- 
tration, lecture on “Foreign Trade and Kconomic Penetration.”

Naval Engineers—The American Society of Naval Engineers held its annual 
banquet at the Willard Hotel on the evening of Friday, 5 April, with more than 1,000 
members and guests present. The president of the society, Capt. Henry Williams 
(CC), USN, presided, and Capt. J. O. Gawne (CC), USN, acted as toustmaster, 
Speakers included Adm. H. R. Stark, Chief of Naval Operations; William G. Dicker- 
man, Chairman of the board of the American Locomotive Company, and Judge IL. B, 
Wells, of Court of Errors and Appeals, State of New Jersey. 

Captain Williams in his address of welcome pointed out that the object of the 
society is to promote a knowledge of marine engineering and naval architecture, He 
is the first president of the Society to represent the naval architectural side of the 
naval engineering profession.

teriorated ammunition. The great expansion of the Air Force also has thrown upon 
the Ordnance Department grave responsibilities in connection with supplying that 
force with proper armament and ammunition,”

This evening Maj. Gen. James ©. Magee, Surgeon General,

Papers were presented on 2 April, at the Twenty-Fourth Annual Session of The 
American College of Physicians, meeting in Cleveland, Ohio, by the following medical 
oflicers: Medical Problems encountered in Military Service, Col, Charles C. Hillman ; 
Epidemiology in the Army, Lt. Col. James 8. Simmons; Organization and Adminis 
tration of the Medical Department, Lt. Col, Charles B. Spruit, and Developments in 
Aviation Medicine, Capt. Harry G, Armstrong. 

A change has recently been made in AR 40-1080 in which a clear definition has 
been given to the terms “normal beds,” “emergency beds” and “expansion capacity” 
of hospitals. Heretofore these terms have been so loosely defined as to allow a number 
of different interpretations to be made. These terms have been definitely defined 
as follows: 

The normal bed capacity in fixed hospitals is the number of beds for which the 
building was constructed and is calculated on the basis of 100 square feet of floor 
space per bed, The normal capacity in a mobile hospital is based on the capacity in- 
dicated in the Table of Organization for the unit. The definition of emergency beds 
is divided into two categories—(1) those beds which are actually set up and ready 
for use on porches, solaria or other space within the hospital which was originally 
designed for this purpose, and (2) those beds which have been made available by 
reducing the floor space from 100 to 72 square feet per bed, when required by the 
military situation. Approval by the War Department is required before beds are made 
available by reducing the floor space per bed below 100 square feet. Expansion ca- 
pacity is defined as the number of beds that have actually been set up and are pre 
pared to receive patients, in barracks or other space made available to the surgeon, 
over and above the normal and emergency beds. In mobile hospitals the expansion 
capacity is the number of beds in excess of the table of organization capacity which 
have been made available to the commanding oflicer of the hospital. 

A new edition of Army Regulation 40-215, Prevention of the Communicable Dis 
euses of Man: Immunization, has been issued by the War Department, superseding 
the edition of 10 June 1925 and Changes No, 2 to that regulation, which were issued 
2 July 1927.

Cut more than sixty-eight million dol- 


lars below the budget estimates, the 
Army Supply bill was passed by the 


House of Representatives on 4 April. 
Principal reductions were made by the 

Appropriations committee in reporting 
the measure to the House. The only fur- 
ther reduction made while the measure 
was on the floor was the elimination of 
$1,000,000 for the purchase of additional 
land at I't. Knox, Ky., an item which was 
not in the budget but which had been 
added to the bill by the Appropriations 
committee, 

Principal changes made by the commit- 
tee, and approved by the House, were: 

Provision for only 57 new airplanes in- 
stead of 496, a reduction in excess of 
that which the War Department said 
could be effected because of the delay in 
acquiring reserve airplanes, 

Elimination of funds for starting an 
air base at Anchorage, Alaska. 

Educational orders were cut by $14 
millions, but the money was retained for 
the direct purchase of materiel. 

Funds for proposed Joint exercises at 
Puerto Rico, in which the First or Sec 
ond Division would have participated, 
were eliminated. 

Funds for the new Army Medical Li- 
brary and Museum were eliminated ex- 
cept for a small item for designing and 
working drawings. 

Flight pay for nonflying oflicers was set 
at $720 instead of $1,440. 

Excerpts from the committee’s report, 
which was accepted by the House except 
for the It. Knox item, follow:

per annum, For the current fiseal year the 
number of flight surgeons was increased 


originally to 36 and later to 86, and the flight 
pay was reduced to the rate of $720 per 
annum, The pending Budget provides for 
continuing the number of flight surgeons at 
86, but puts the flight-pay rate back to $1,440.

The historical background of Ft, Sam 
Houston, Texas, is interesting. San An- 
tonio is on the San Antonio River, ang 
about 150 miles from the Rio Grande 
River. It started as a center of early 
Spanish Missions. It was the capital of 
Texas during the periods of the Spanish 
and Mexican rule. From 1813 on, it was 
the center of hostilities by the various 
Mexican Revolutionary parties, and ip 
1835 it came under the control of the 
native Texans. San Antonio became dis- 
tinguished by the heroic defense of the 
Mission San José de Alamo, by Colonels 
Wim. B. Travis, James Bowie and David 
Crockett and 178 other Texans against 
1,000 Mexicans. After the bombardment, 
lasting from the 23rd of February to the 
Gth of March, the Mexicans assaulted, 
were driven back, and then overpowered 
and slaughtered the garrison, five sur. 
vivors being subsequently bayonetted ip 
cold blood. Three women, one a Mexican, 
two children and a negro servant were 
spared. “Remember the Alamo” became 
the war-cry of the Texans. To climax 
the battle for Texas Independence, Sam 
Houston, a Major General of the Texas 
Independent Forces, surprised the Mexi- 
can General, Santa Anna, near the town 
of San Jacinto, and on the “Zist day of 
April, 1836, dealt him a crushing blow, 

Week's Fiesta 

To commemorate the Battle of San Ja 
cinto, the City of San Antonio and Ft. 
Sam Houston, each year in the month of 
April, participate in a week of fiesta, the 
climax of which is a magnificent parade. 
called the “Battle of Flowers.” This pa 
rade just precedes the coronation of the 
King and Queen of the Fiesta, which is 
held the night before the Battle of Flow 
Parade, in the beautiful Municipal 
Auditorium, which is one of the finest 
structures of its kind in the southwest. 

In 1865, Ft. Sam Houston was estab 
lished as the headquarters of the Depart 
ment of Texas, with a hospital and 4 
tower, SS feet high. Later the quad 
rangle was formed along architectural 
lines of the Mexican hacienda. This now 
constitutes the Headquarters of — the 
Kighth Corps Area with the tower and 
quadrangle walls still standing. 

Ft. Sam Houston is quite a city within 
itself. Most of the barracks at the Arms 
Post are new and of the battalion type 
with a few older buildings of brick con 
struction. All old time wooden barrack 
of war-time construction have been tor 
down. The Station Hospital at Ft. Sam 
Houston, recently completed at a cost of 
over three millions of dollars is one of 
the finest Army Hospitals in the Servic 
A parade ground, running the entire 
length of the Post, is large enough for :

general rule in the higher command and 
staffs of this state that no one in the or 
ganization should be discouraged from 
weking from any source to further con 
vince himself of the right or wrong of a 
point of training, provided he complied 
with the decision until it was changed by 
yroper authority. If the point is proved 
w be right, the student will have more 
for the officer making it. If it is 
wrong, it will eventualy have to be 
changed anyway. 

The background of these ideas was 
most vitally initiated in the early days of 
the organization of the Division, in leb 
ruary 1924. The Senior Iustructor at that 
time was Maj. Willie Miller, Inf., USA, 
now deceased, Ile also became the first 
Chief of Staff of the Division and served 
in that capacity for one year. Detail to 
the War College called him away from 
the Division at the end of a year, at which 
time he recommended to the Division 
Commander that his own place be filled 
by a Guard officer and that the Division 
function more on its own initiative than 
had been the policy theretofor. The re 
sult of this advice was initiation by the 
Division of a four year plan of training, 
to culminate with a Division maneuver. 
This plan received skeptical views of 
Higher Hleadquarters. Briefly, it contem 
ylated abandoning in the field training 
period what was then known basic 
training, defined training of small 
wits not exceeding a Company primarily 
in disciplinary drills. The new plan would 
abandon all such disciplinary drills for 
field training periods and undertake ma 
yeuver, beginning with the smaller units 
the first year and working up to the Divi 
sion On the fourth year. Permission was 
finally given the Division to undertake 
the program as an experiment, During 
the first year’s training the War Depart 
ment sent down Col, Baer, the Bureau 
sent Col. Shaw, the corps sent up Lt. Col. 
MeLean. At the conclusion of their visit, 
(ol. Shaw stated the Division would be 
given permission to continue the plan. If 
was carried out as planned with the ex 
ception that the Division maneuver was 
postponed until the fifth year because its 
authorities felt the necessity of devoting 
an additional year especially to battalion 
lam. The maneuver finally was under 
tuken and, although crude in many re 
spects, it gave all ranks a picture of field 
conditions which they could never get by 
lied operations of smaller units acting 
independently. Now we have mancuvers 
loinclude Corps and Army, in which Na 
tional Guard participates, and while 
crude performance may result, they pro 
vide field experience which cannot be 
gained otherwise and disclose training 
Weaknesses which can be more readily 
corrected than if such mancuvers were 
hot undertaken, This rough performance 
will level out much quicker than one 
might expect, if diligence is shown in 
spotting causes of poor performance and 
Cimination of officers void of capacity, or 
those unwilling to prepare themselves, is 
promptly carried out.

Command Post Exercises 

Inthe meantime the Corps las initiated 
Command Post Exercises and sent up 
MOst excellent teams to conduct these ex 
reises in the first year or two of their 
ise. Later the conduct of such exercises 
developed into full distance features in 
the field and was turned over to Regular 
Army organic instructors to conduet. 
About this time Col. Fred HH. Turner, Lnf., 
USA, had become Senior Instructor of 
the Division and conducted some of these 
fXercises with his staff. On his departure 
from the Division by detail to the Na 
onal Guard Bureau in Washington, he 
recommended to the Division Commander 
that the Division write and conduct its 
Wh Command Post Exercises and its own 
held huineuvers. At this time the Divi 
‘ion had begun a new cycle of four years’ 
raining. This advice entailed a great deal 
- work on the part of the training sec 
‘on of the Division but it was undertaken 
and, under the guidance of Regular Army 
‘ustructors, carried out effectively. It 
should be understood that all such work 
wae conceived and developed by National 
‘lard officers but when finished was sub 
hhitted to Regular Army instructors for 





their scrutiny and for recommendation 
as to changes and amendments. They also 
fitted into the picture as umpires under 
National Guard Directors. The Senior In 
structor usually assumed the role of as 
sistant director. In these capacities they 
were able to give some instruction alone 
with their duties as umpires, especially 
in command post exercises on the subject 
of stalf procedure, Decision was left to 
the National Guard Commanders and coy 
ered by critiques thereafter, in’ which 
both Regular Army and National Guard 
Instructors took part. Originally critiques 
covered the big picture and the “Na 
poleonic decisions.” This was found to be 
an erroneous basis of critique. Recently 
the big picture has been confined to the 
few higher officers and the real critique 
has been conducted in the smaller units, 
especially regiments and battalions and 
they have not been required to spend a 
lot of time listening to matters in which 
they were not a part. Critiques have been 
especially valuable when split up and dif 
ferent staffs critiqued separately, as well 
as line units. In the general planning and 
administration or organization, all train 
ing orders and memoranda were written, 
supervised and evaluated by the National 
Guard Commanders concerned and ap 
proved by his next higher commander 
where appropriate. Always the instruc 
tor reviewed and suggested amendments, 
Long time planning, which is so necessary 
in the Guard, is not interrupted by 
changes in instructor assignment and the 
normal chain of command is not broken, 
questioned or depreciated, 
Field Soldiering 

It might be here interpolated that the 
general background = for policies 
might have been developed in the years 
IS1G-17 on the Mexican Border when a 
number of the officers of the Division were 
stationed there under Lt. Gen. Robert L 
Bullard, then Colonel Bullard, who con 
stuntly kept the old First Oklahoma In 
fantry in the field on tactical problems 
and who emphatically left the impression 
that real soldiering was field soldiering,

nud so imbedded this idea in the minds 
of the officers of that regiment that its 
effect must have contributed materially 


to the conception of training initiated in 
Wet by the 45th Division 

This idea of training was carried, of 
course, into the subordinate organization 
and into the 70th Field Artillery Brigade, 
Which was newly organized after the 
close of the war and which, fortunately, 
was built on a basis of very mii 
terial. Ollicers were carefully selected and 
eXauminations were reasonably strict 
Promotions, especially to field) grades, 
brought out the best material in the Brig 
nde. As long as horses were used for mo 
tive power, a great deal of time had to be 
spent in teaching men the ani 
mals, picket lines, ete. The turnover in 
the Guard in this section of the country 
has ordinarily run about one-third each 
year. Of course there remained constant 
Iv with organization a few old 
timers, especially the non-commissioned 
ollicers, who becume the backbone of the 
unit organization. Gunnery, of course, is 
the final ambition of every artillery offi 
eer and it was not neglected, In 19387 the 
organization was considered one of the 
tep artillery units in the National Guard. 

At that time, however, a survey of the 
training status of the Brigade showed 
that it had made very little recent prog 
ress and in some respects had slipped in 
its gunnery. Infantry-artillery liaison was 
just beginning to be approached, The en 
tire organization had just through 
transition from horses to motors in the 
T's and from tractors to motors in the 
19's. The completion of this transition 
released a great deal of man power and 
more time which could be devoted to gun 
nery, to tactics and to training of the 
combined arms. It permitted the 
speeding up of this training due to more 
rapid transportation. 
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Gunnery Performance 

A survey of gunnery performance was 
carefully made and it was decided that 
no longer would general opinion be relied 
on as the criterion of performance in that 
respect. The Brigade lnustructor was re- 
quested to consult all possible sources and 
to develop a formula by which perform 
ance in gunnery could be analyzed on 
more tangible factors than general opin 
ion. The instructor, who was familiar 
With the records at the Field Artillery 
School, spent a great deal of time there 
consulting with the school oflicials and 
developed a formula which took factors 
used by the school and modified them to 
lit the National Guard situation and was 
finally developed into a form which would 
show graphical performance of any in 
dividual, battery, battalion, regiment or 
brigade, The factors embodied in this 
formula were: 


Ist-—Time of preparation of firing data. 
Ynd-—Time of conduct of tire. 
srd-—Number of rounds of ammunition. 
ith Total time of problem, 


On the graph the latter time was given 
in one-half the seale of the first three 
factors in order to give a more compre 
hensive curve. It was found that many of 


the problems analyzed consumed well 
over forty minutes and some over an 
hour, Field) Artillery School ideal per 


formuince was taken as the basis and hun 
dreds of problems of National Quard oli 
cers were analyzed to determine what the 
performance of the brigade and its sepa 
rate units had been in the past and also 
to shed light on the feasibility of such a 
graphical presentation of performance, It 
Was discovered in the analysis of many 
hundreds of problems which the research 
covered that uniformly and almost with 
out exception good performance was iden 
tical with good time; that bad time was 
an infallible indication of a bad problem, 
not only from the time factor but from 
other considerations, It, of wis 
conceded to be a vital factor in bracket 
problems. Hlowever, ignoring the fact that 
time is also vital in precision problems, 
through not as urgent, it was found that 
precision problems fired in’ reasonably 
short time were better than those taking 
long time. Generally it could be said that 
bracket and precision, the 
shorter the time and the more nearly it 
approached the ideal set up by the Field 
Artillery School in point of time and num 
ber of rounds, the better was the perform 
ance from every standpoint, This then 
Was adopted as a rule and it was found 
that in the subsequent years of firing, the 
rule applied almost without exception, 


course, 


both as to 


Training Supervision 
During the development of the organ 
ization, and especially in the artillery 
since ammunition is not available for offi 
cers above the grade of captain, it) be 
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came the custom of officers, as they grad- 
uated into the field grades and above, to 
gradually draw away from their normal 
function of effectively training their units 
and of effectively supervising this train- 
ing, although supervision was continued 
in a somewhat perfunctory manner, It 
was found that many of these ollicers ac 
tually could no longer fire, conduct fire or 
constructively criticise tire, Abuses in the 
conduct of tire were ftlagrant. Captains 
would criticise fire for other captains, 
making complimentary remarks to miti- 
gate errors in performance, Lieutenants 
und junior captains would criticise fire 
for senior oflicers and render diplomatic 


apologies on the firing cards for dis 
crepancies. One lieutenant in the third 
class in which only axial tiring was 


taught criticised a problem for an ofticer 
of the tirst class in which lateral or spe 
cial fire was conducted, then fired the 
problem himself unsatisfactorily. Much 
faulty performance was laid to batteries 
and to some extent this was true because 
ef the policy of using composite batteries 
rather than organic batteries. This prac 
tice Was due to lack of materiel, such as 
S7mm tubes and in the mediums further 
due to the fact that only half the guns 
of each battery were originally adapted to 
motor carriages, 

It is probably general that when ofll- 
cers of higher command reach those sta 
tions they begin to let the responsibility 
of training down on the shoulders of 
juniors. This is normal and as it should 
be to a certain extent. The great danger 
of such practice is that the senior oflicer 
gradually becomes stagnated and does 
not have an active and intimate knowl 
edge of technique so that his supervision 
can be effective, The senior oflicer must 
continue his activity so that he ean adapt 
himself readily to the viewpoint of the 
battalion or battery commander or to 
even the section chief. Whenever senior 
ollicers are able to do this, they are able 
to train and supervise their units and 
training is 000/100, the job of the soldier, 
The commander who can train his unit 
can fight it and one who cannot train his 
unit has minimized his probability of be 
ing able to fight it in combat, 


Solutions Devised 


Measures which were taken to meet 
situations above described were as fol- 
lows: 

Ist Sufficient 37mm tubes were bor

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(Continued from Preceding Page) 
the Brigade. They were found to be 
adapted especially to National Guard 
units in this section due to the fact that 
batteries are widely scattered and it is 
usually impossible to get more than three 
or four officers together at one station 
during the armory training period. Requi 
sition was made on the Bureau for train 
boards for each unit but due to lack of 
funds and the fact that they were listed 
as non-essential equipment, this effort 
was not successful although it would ap 
pear that for results, any means which 
might be found to produce results, even 
if only incidental to a particular unit, 
should not be prohibited by red tape. Re 
sults should be justification, Several other 
officers individually then purchased addi 
tional boards and made them available 
to units. In the home station firing, which 
is usually conducted one day in the 
spring, two of the regiments used the 
ort Sill range and were able to borrow 
train bourds there on which they prac 
ticed the night before. On moving to field 
training in 1939, plans were carefully laid 
for the entire period of training, and es 
pecially as it applied to gunnery. The 
brigade issued seven memoranda and 
one training order covering the various 
subjects, such as communications, gun- 
nery, tactics, ete. On reaching camp a 
school for battery details was set up un- 
der the Lieutenant Colonels of the regi- 
ments and the bxecutive Oflicer of the 
Brigade. Formerly very little use had 
been made of battery details for com- 
puting data. It was made mandatory that 
the oflicers use these details and on the 
range they were not permitted to com- 
pute their own data, although they were 
instructed that they were responsible for 
the data and had every privilege of check- 
ing that obtained by the details. The sue- 
cess in training the battery details in the 
group had been so marked that few ofli- 
cers took much time to do much check 

ing on their computation of data, 
“Train Boards” Work 
Most important and most vital of all 


measures taken was that all “train 
hourds” in the Brigade were ordered 
brought to camp and all the “train 


hoards” of the Field Artillery School and 
of ali the troops at It. Sill were borrowed 
and set up in the school room and divided 
hetween the three regiments. Daily these 
regiments were taken, to the school room 
as a whole and began work on these train 
boards. Kach oflicer was required to fire 
the type of problem according to the class 
in which he had been assigned. A com- 
plete record of every problem fired and 
the time of “conduct of the fire” and num- 
ber of “shots” fired was kept on every 
ollicer, If an officer was unfamiliar with 
his type of problem, he was taken off the 
Bourd and required to study the question 
with which he was unfamiliar, or demon- 
strations were made on the blackboard 
while another officer took his place at the 
“train board.” Discussion at the “train 
board” was not permitted. As the oflicer 
completed his problem, if his errors had 
not been evident as the problem _ pro- 
ceeded, the oflicer supervising the prob- 
lem took the student to the blackboard 
and demonstrated his errors while an- 
other officer proceeded at the “train 
board.” Thousands of problems were fired 
in this manner on the “train board,” and 
u complete record of times were made of 
every problem, thus adding importance to 
the procedure. The result was that pro- 
cedure was not the major effort of the 
ofticer when he reached the OP for firing. 
It came automatically. It had been so 
thoroughly drilled in him that he could 
devote all of his time to sensings and the 
estimation of sensing values. 

Telephone detafls had been especially 
trained in transmission of firing orders. 
Oflicers fired with their own batteries 
and, therefore, could not alibi on battery 
performance, Every officer in the Brigade, 
including the Brigade Commander (who 
had been promoted from the general staff 
and had never tired a problem), and all 
Colonels took “train board” instruction. 
This engendered enthusiasm and all field 
ollicers began to check up on their per- 
formance by using train board tests. The 
veneral interest in gunnery was greatly 
stimulated, with the result that four out 
of seven battalions approached very close- 





ly to average performance of Regular 
Army units,

Panama Mobile Force Maneuvers 

The “Reds” and the “Blues” fought a 
brief war in Panama during the week of 
1S March to 22 March inelusive. An 
Armistice was finally concluded after the 
Blue Forces had defeated the Reds in a 
Decisive Battle west of the Campana 
Mountains on the early morning of 22 
March. 

As early as 9 March the Panama Mobile 
Force under command of Maj. Gen, Ben 
Leur was alerted and prepared to move 
into the interior of the Republic of Pana- 
ma to repulse an enemy reported to be ap 
proaching the coast of Panama. The de- 
fending forces were deprived of the sup 
port of the Sth Infantry commanded by 
Col. Louis P. Ford as that unit was (as 
sumedly) dispatched on an expeditionary 
mission by the War Department. 

The ord Infantry commanded by Col, 
(. M. MeMurray and supported by the 
Second Field Artillery commanded by Lt, 
Col. G. TL. Franke was charged with the 
defense of the beaches west of the Canal, 


The 4th Inf. (assumed) was charged 
with the defense of the beaches east of 
the Canal and constituted the Mobile 


Force Reserve, 
The Sth Infantry which was dispatched 


on a simulated expeditionary mission 
actually lost its identity as a Canal De 
fender and became the Enemy in this 
simulated war. 

Small Boats Active 


On 11 March reports were received from 
observers along the coustal towns of the 
Republic of Panama to the effect that 
considerable activity of small boats, which 
appeared to be motorized liunches, was 
in progress, some having been seen to 
disappear into coves beyond the vision 
of Blue Force Detachments, No en 
emy landings had been reported, nor had 
any enemy aerial activity been in evi 
dence, The observation elements of the 
ith Wing attached to the Mobile Force 
at the request of General Lear returned 
With negative information.

Air Force Repulsed 

At daybreak on the 13th the Blue Air 
Foree operating off shore west of New 
Gorgona was severely repulsed, 

During the night Red Forces seized the 
Perlas Islands but were repulsed in an 
attempted landing on Paitilla Point, An 
other landing attempt near the mouth of 
the Chepo River also failed and the Reds 
withdrew in small boats behind Chepillo 
Ishin. 

The Red Air Force operating from car 
riers located south of the Perlas Islands 
continued to fight off persistent attacks 
by the aireraft of the 19th Wing, 

At about S a.m. Red Forces confused 
the Blue Observers and made a surprise 
unopposed landing of one reinforced bat- 
tulion along Playa Grande and under cov 
er of this battalion other units were 
landed a litthe further to the west beyond 
La Venta. 

The Red Sth Infantry supported by a 
Battery of Artillery immediately began a 
vigorous advance along the national high 
way, causing the still somewhat seattered 
Blue Forces to fall back after sporadic 
attempts at resistance, 

By the evening of the 13th, in spite of 
bombardment by the Second Field Artil 





lery and the impediment of blown up 
bridges, the Red Forces had pushed across 
the Chame River and driven the Blue 
Forces back to the vicinity of the town 
of Bejuco. 
Attack Renewed 

The Reds renewed the attack on the 
morning of the 4th, notwithstanding 
severe losses, and so rapidly did they 
prosecute the envelopement of each sue 
cessive Blue Position that the latter with 
drew in the early afternoon to a strong 


position near Cerro Pedregoso—west of 
the Campana Mountains. During this 


withdrawal two companies of the Blue Ist 
Battalion supported by two platoons of 
machine guns were nearly cut off from 
the main Blue Force and regained con 
tact only by vigorously assaulting the de- 
tached Red Company which had unex- 
pectedly placed itself across their line of 
withdrawal.

wetion, the Red Sth Inf. had suffered 
inany more casualties than the Blues but 
realizing the pressure of time they un

creased foreign demand, The size ef the 
inventory accumulation during the fourth 
quarter of 1939, however, was such that 
it completely outweighs the increase in 
exports which business is now realizing. 
The inventory increase during the pre 
vious quarter is estimated at approxi- 
mately a billion dollars, whereas exports 
are now running in the neighborhood of 
300 million dollars a quarter ahead of 
what they were last summer. Although 
this increase in exports cannot be ex 
pected to offset the decline in industrial 
activity arising from the cessation of in- 
ventory accumulation, it is a definite fac- 
tor of strength in the current situation 
which should aid materially in lessening 
both the extent and duration of the re- 
adjustment.”

Bids have also been asked on two 
P-4 luxury liners for the trans-Pacifice 
trade of American President Lines and 
three additional liners for the Mississippi 
Shipping Company. All of these vessels, 
bringing the total under the building pro 
gram to 152, are already spoken for. 

Many Awards Scheduled 

A corollary to the passage of the trade 
in legislation last year was a prohibition 
against use of laid-up over 20 
years of age, except in national emer 
gency. This prohibition was asked by the 
commission to dispel fears of operators 
that some future administration might 
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release a flood of cheap tonnage to com 
pete with their new purchases. The 1( 
laid-ups now offered for sale are under 26 
years of age. There are about 20 such 
vessels in the laid-up fleet. 

Among the bids now scheduled to be 
opened by the Maritime Commission are:

Pier Offered for Lease 

Pier 3, Hoboken, on which bids for 
lease were asked this week, is one of fiy 
piers at that terminal, which is owned 
and operated by the Maritime Commis 
sion. It was formerly used by American 
Pioneer Line which has now been char 
tered to U. S. Lines. Three other piers 
have already been leased. The commis 
sion will retain the fifth pier, an opey 
one. 

No bid will be considered which offers 
rental of less than $50,000 a year, or 
which proposes to use the pier for any 
thing but loading and discharging of pas 
sengers or cargo from vessels.

“The Budget provides for 60 armory drills 
and 27 days of field training. Compliance with 
the latter could not be general because a great 
many persons identified with the Guard would 
find it almost impossible to spare that much 
time from their regular civilian pursuits. 

“The large increase in the fourth of the 
foregoing listed projects, which Is a net 
amount, is attributable principally to in 
creases for Ordnance equipment ($5,442,669) 
and motor equipment ($14,380,955). These very 
naturally follow the Guard's personnel ex- 
pansion, It must be motorized and imple 
mented as the principal component of the 
Protective Mobilization Plan. 

“Attention should be drawn to the fact that 
the Guard has outgrown the needs of the 
several States as a militia. It has become 
more and more a part of the Regular Army, 
and now exceeds the Regular Army numeri 
cally. The storage and care of the great 
amount of equipment, whieh its potential 
Federal employment makes necessary, has 
become a Federal matter, and it is reasonable 
to expect that the States will look to the 
Government to provide the necessary hous 
ing and maintenance personnel and supplies, 
In the accompanying bill the Committee is 
providing an additional amount for care- 
takers and construction at National Guard 


camps, the latter very largely for the ae 
commodation of the growing quantity of 
equipment. This has been done at the in- 


sistent demand of the National Guard Associ 
ation and the Adjutants General Association, 

“The money changes effected by the Com- 
mittee in the National Guard budget have the 
endorsement of the National Guard Associa- 
tion. 

“Dufficulty has been experiendced in con- 
ducting 60 drills, and to hold that number 
successfully would require an amendment of 
the law permitting certain of the extra drills 
to be taken concurrently with regular drills, 

“In liew of 6 extra days of field training 
beyond the 6 extra days (21 in all) for whieh 
the Budget and accompanying bill make pro- 
vision for summer-camp training, the Com- 
mittee has provided for six voluntary, with- 
out pay week-end drills in the vicinity of 
home stations, with a ration allowance of 
7 cents per diem and also an allowance 
for gasoline and oil, This is more or less an 
experiment. It is advocated, in principle, by 
the National Guard Association, The Com- 
mittee feels that It should be given a trial. 

“The bill carries the Budget estimate of 
$3,348,275 for the procurement of 34 airplanes 
for the National Guard, whieh are replace- 
ment planes, The guard's quota of 409 planes 
will be fully met before the close of the en- 
suing fiscal year, during which it is planned 
to establish 8 additional air squadrons, mak- 
ing 20 all told.” 


Night Aerial Photos 

Night aerial photographie history was 
recorded Monday 25 March, about 7:30 
P. M. when Maj. George W. Goddard, A¢ 
Maxwell Field, Ala., inventor of night 
photographic equipment, took four piec- 
tures of the Air Corps Tactical School 
from an elevation of about one mile. The 
four bomb explosions and flashes which 
eoceurred at intervals of about five min- 
utes each were incidental to the taking 
of the “shots.” They were about as loud 
as. the explosion from a 75 millimeter 
artillery gun. Maxwell Field oflicials said 
the bomb bursts were caused by power- 
ful flashlight bombs released from the 
airplane to provide the necessary light 
for the taking of the pictures, The light 
was White and was visible for but a mo- 
ment, 

To insure that no hysteria would oe- 
cur as the result of the explosions, Max- 
well Field authorities had notitied local 
radio stations to make an announcement 
regarding the mission. The State High- 
way Department and Montgomery police 
were also advised in advance. 

Air Corps Tactical School officials said 
the details regarding this photographic 
equipment were secret and consequently 
no information regarding the demonstra- 
tion could be divulged.

Reenlistment Allowances 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States will hear arguments on 25 or 26 
April concerning the Dickerson case 


which involves the payment of the reen- 
listment allowances for the fiscal years

of Certiori asked by the Department of 
Justice, the Supreme Court will now re- 
view the findings of the Court of Claims 
which held that the reenlistment allow- 
ances were payable for the years con- 
cerned, One hour will be alloted to each 
side to present briefs. 


Benefit Retired Men 

Two bills affecting the hospitalization 
and domicilary care of retired enlisted 
men of the United States Army were re- 
ported favorably by the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee.
